It has been at the center of 
controversy and the topic of 
discussion at various meet¬ 
ings for nearly a year now, but 
the City of Arlington, City of 
Bardwell, the Carlisle County 
School Board and the Carlisle 
County Sanitation Depart¬ 
ment have reached an agree¬ 
ment to address the issues that 
the sanitation district and 
cities have faced the past year. 

On the cities’ side of the 
matter, they faced insur¬ 
mountable bills. In months 
when there were record rain¬ 
falls, cities saw bills of 
$28,000 to $30,000 per 


month. The sanitation depart¬ 
ment would work with the 
cities and let them pay what 
they could and catch up in the 
dry months. 

That worked for a while, but 
last year came and the months 
of February, March and April 
came, followed by an unusu¬ 
ally wet summer and those 
huge bills on top of what they 
were still catching up on from 
previous months spelled 
debts they could not pay. 

When the sanitation district 
needed to meet their bills to 
pay their payroll, or pay for 
pumps and called the cities 
asking for money, it simply 
wasn’t there. In numerous 


meetings, mayors of both 
cities said they would pay 
only what they could pay. 

The tension between the 
cities and sanitation depart¬ 
ment mounted to the point 
where a mediator from the 
Kentucky Rural Water Asso¬ 
ciation, Andy Lange, came in 
and spelled it out to all parties 
involved, what would have to 
happen in order for the prob¬ 
lems that the sanitation dis¬ 
trict is now facing to be 
alleviated. 

Lange spoke to the city 
councils, the school district 
and the sanitation district and 
proposed a cost-share 
methodology, or in standard 


terms, budget billing. One of 
the main problems that every¬ 
one was facing was each en¬ 
tity of the sanitation 
department were being billed 
according to the amount of 
flow that was coming through 
the sewage pumps. This 
caused the bills to roller 
coaster from $30,000 one 
month in Bardwell to their 
most recent bill which was a 
little over $8,000. This was 
going on in Arlington and at 
the school system as well. 

Under the new budget 
billing, Lange met with the 
sanitation department and 
went over their numbers and 
what they needed to operate. 
That came out to $243,460 
per year. He took into account 
a 25% depreciation of 
$25,791 for a grand total of 
$269,251 needed for the 
Carlisle County Sanitation 
Department to operate for the 
year. 

For the three customers in¬ 
volved with the sanitation de¬ 
partment their shares of the 
nearly $270,000 were broken 
into usage percentages by 
looking back at records of 
past sewage usage. Under the 
new plan the City of Bardwell 
will have a $14,024 (62.5% 
usage) per month bill, the 
City of Arlington will have a 
$6,731 (30% usage) per 


month bill and the school will 
have a $1,683 (7.5% usage) 
per month bill. 

Included in those figures 
were the increases in the base 
rates that the cities charge 
their customers. Both Arling¬ 
ton and Bardwell have raised 
their respective rates at their 
previous month’s meetings. 

Last week during the first 
fiscal court meeting the fiscal 
court explored the initial steps 
to pursue legal actions against 
the cities if an agreement was 
not reached. 

At both city council meet¬ 
ings on Monday, Lange met 
with both councils and laid 
the groundwork for the cities 
of Arlington and Bardwell to 
enter into an agreement to 
work under the budget billing 
plan for one year and one year 
only. At the end of the year, if 
any of the entities have im¬ 
proved their water infiltration 
in their pipes and their flow 
has reduced, those numbers 
will be reviewed and the cost 
share will be adjusted, as 
there will be end of the year 
audits, per the resolution. 

Both city councils, the 
school system and the sanita¬ 
tion department ended the 
long months of posturing, and 
came to an agreement to work 
under this plan. After one 
year, audits will be conducted 


and the situations will be as¬ 
sessed accordingly under the 
watchful eye of the Kentucky 
Rural Water Association. 

The second topic of discus¬ 
sion and negotiations was the 
outstanding debt that is left on 
the table. Under the resolu¬ 
tion, all of the entities would 
start out at a zero balance at 
the start of the 2012-13 fiscal 
year. 

When speaking with Carlisle 
County Judge Executive Greg 
Terry on Tuesday, he told the 
Carlisle Weekly that the cities 
have negotiated to pay a sum 
of $50,000 (both combined) 
to forgive the debt owed to 
the sanitation department. 
“We all sat down today and 
both of the cities along with 
the sanitation board discussed 
what they could and couldn’t 
pay and we came to an agree¬ 
ment and we all agreed on 
this new budget billing plan,” 
Judge Executive Terry said. 

Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry also praised 
the work of Andy Lange and 
the other the mayors of the 
cities and the school board for 
coming together to work to 
solve the problem. “We sat 
down today (Tuesday) and 
had good negotiations and fi¬ 
nally have what we feel is the 
start of a solution to a big 
problem,” Terry said. 


Bardwell City Council Discusses Attorney General’s Complaint Filed

The Bardwell City Council 
met on July 9, 2012, and 
began with the approval of 
the previous meeting’s min¬ 
utes, the financial report and 
the monthly bills. 

The 2012-13 budget was 
next passed, but with some 
resistance. Councilwoman 
Kay Presson addressed the 
issue of the city council mem¬ 
bers, including the mayor, 
taking a pay cut for their work 
on the council. 

Under the proposed budget 
council members will take a 


pay cut from $100 per month 
to $50 per month and the 
mayor will take a pay cut of 
$200 a month to $100 a 
month. 

Presson told fellow council 
members that she wasn’t try¬ 
ing to cause trouble and that 
she felt that council members 
shouldn’t be penalized. “We 
take off from work to attend 
meetings and we aren’t doing 
this to get rich, but I feel that 
the council members should¬ 
n’t be penalized for the recent 
rate increases that the city has 
faced in electric, utilities, and 
sewer recently,” Presson said. 


Bardwell Mayor Phillip 
King responded by stating 
that with the city behind on 
sanitation bills, and costs ris¬ 
ing, not only for the city, but 
the people of the city it is a 
good token to show that 
everyone, from top to bottom 
is doing what they can to cut 
back on expenses. “Our em¬ 
ployees in this upcoming 
budget will receive a $.25 
raise, that is not even 2%, we 
are cutting back everywhere,” 
King stated. 

With a motion by Michael 
Hoskins and a second by 
Steve Stacy, the second read¬ 


ing of the budget passed with 
only the vote of Council- 
woman Edwina Turner voting 
nay. 

An update on the water 
tower project was given. The 
city received over $55,000 in 
grant funding on Tuesday to 
begin the reimbursement for 
the water tower project. 
Mayor King said that the final 
1/3 of the payment to Cald¬ 
well tank will not be paid 
until Bardwell City utilities 
Supervisor Robin Phelps goes 
over the punch list and en¬ 
sures that every single task 
that was promised was com¬ 


plete. The city had previously 
been dissatisfied with a few 
aspects of Caldwell’s work 
including labor to the tower 
and the paint scheme where a 
different paint scheme was 
promised, but not delivered. 
New fencing on the tower 
will also begin in ten days as 
well. 

Mayor King next reported 
that Missy Rowland was ac¬ 
tively pursuing grant funding 
for two tornado sirens for the 
City of Bardwell. The sirens 
will be placed at the southeast 
and northeast sides of the city, 
making a triangular shape in 
accordance with the one the 
city currently has. The sirens 
can project up to a six mile ra¬ 
dius. It was also reported that 
the generator grant that would 
supply a generator to the fire 
department and new county 
communications tower would 
be completed and ready to be 
submitted by the next council 
meeting. Resolutions author¬ 
izing the mayor to act as ap¬ 
plicant agent for the siren 
project and Homeland Secu¬ 
rity grant passed to that effect. 

In the final bit of business 
before adjourning the Bard¬ 
well City Council addressed a 
complaint that was filed by 
Roy Wayne Davis against the 
City of Bardwell to the Ken¬ 
tucky Attorney General’s Of¬ 
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fice. The complaint was in re¬ 
gards to the new storage 
building that is being built for 
the city on Front Street. 

Mr. Davis stated that the 
Mayor and City of Bardwell 
did not properly release bids 
to the public for the construc¬ 
tion of that building. 

Mayor King told the council 
that the city acted properly 
within the guidelines of a 
FEMA Disaster Declaration. 
“Under a FEMA declaration, 
such as the one that this was 
under, a city has the right to 
build the storage building 
back. The only building we 
had insured was the old Bard¬ 
well Deposit Bank Building. 
The insurance money we will 
receive from that building 
will be used to build this new 
building. Under FEMA decla¬ 
rations, a building does not 
have to be bid out to public 
bid unless it exceeds 
$100,000 and this project was 
in the neighborhood of 
$48,000,” King said. Mayor 
King also told the council that 
despite rumors to the con¬ 
trary, the other buildings were 
uninsured and the Bardwell 
Deposit Bank Building that 
was insured was covered by 
the city’s insurance policy 
with the Kentucky League of 
Cities.

Arlington City Council Enters Into Sanitation Agreement

The City of Arlington held 
their monthly meeting on 
Monday, July 9, 2012. 
Everyone was welcomed by 
Mayor Bobby McGee, and 
the Pledge of Allegiance was 
said by all in attendance. 

The first item of business 
was a presentation by Andy 
Lange, with Ky. Rural Water. 
He was on hand to discuss the 
solution to the sanitation bill 
problem, and to answer any 
questions that anyone had 
about the situation. Lange 
recommended adopting the 
plan that had previously been 
discussed, which involves the 
city entering into a propor¬ 
tional method of payment for 
the sanitation bill. This will 
involve setting aside an 


agreed amount every month 
to use for payment of the bill. 

Lange went over the report 
with Judge Terry, and the san¬ 
itation board has agreed to re¬ 
duce the amount owed by the 
city of Arlington, and they 
will be allowed to pay a set 
amount every month until the 
balance is caught up. Mayor 
McGee stated that he thought 
the city should adopt the plan 
for one year. 

Councilman Jason Bogle 
asked the question, "What if 
they decide to raise the rates? 
The citizens of Arlington are 
paying higher rates per capita 
at this time, and they can’t af¬ 
ford any higher bills." 

Lange assured him that al¬ 
though Ky. Rural Water has 
no control over the sanitation 
board, they will back up the 
city if higher rates are dis¬ 


cussed in the future. 

The city council voted to 
pass a resolution to adopt a 
proportional method for 
meeting the operating costs of 
the Carlisle County Sanita¬ 
tion District, beginning on 
July 1, 2012, and ending on 
June 30, 2013. "We have to 
start somewhere, and a deci¬ 
sion has to be made now," 
Mayor McGee stated. 

The mayors of Bardwell and 
Arlington, Judge Terry and 
Andy Lange are supposed to 
have a meeting on Tuesday to 
iron out the details of their 
agreement. The next items of 
business included the ap¬ 
proval of last month’s min¬ 
utes, approval of last month’s 
bills, and the treasury report. 
Anita Lambert stated there 
was $1,806 in the sewer ac¬ 
count, $3,794 and $17,962 in 


the 0 M and R account. Coun¬ 
cilman Paul Gaddie gave the 
cemetery report, and asked if 
there had been any word on 
the new road that was prom¬ 
ised. Mayor McGee stated 
that they hadn’t heard any¬ 
thing about the project. 
Councilman Jimmy Williams 
gave the New Common¬ 
wealth Gas report, and stated 
the reserves are being used. 

In the daily operations re¬ 
port, Mayor McGee said 
everything is going well, and 
John Lemons is at training for 
sewer operations at this time. 
Anita stated the railroad is 
cleaning up several areas 
around town that they were 
contacted about, and it looks 
a lot better. 

With no other business, the 
motion was made and sec¬ 
onded to adjourn.

Extension Office Gives Tips for Planning for Retirement

Retirement planning is im¬ 
portant for all individuals; 
however, it is especially im¬ 
portant for women. At some 
point during their lives, 80 to 
90 percent of women will be 
solely responsible for their 
own finances. Unfortunately 
for the majority of them, it will 
be later in life. Women tend to 
have shorter work histories 
than men, as a result of enter¬ 
ing and leaving the workforce 
due to raising children. In ad¬ 
dition, fewer women partici¬ 
pate in employer-sponsored 
retirement plans compared to 
men. 

One of the first things you 
should realize as you begin 
thinking about retirement is 
where you will get your 
money. You can think of re¬ 
tirement savings plan as a 
three-legged stool, with each 
of the legs being one source of 
retirement income. 

The first leg is Social Secu¬ 
rity. For many women. Social 
Security is the main source of 


retirement income. Social Se¬ 
curity eligibility is based on 
your lifetime earnings record 
and your age. This requires 
you to meet work require¬ 
ments yourself or be married 
to someone for at least 10 
years who meets the work re¬ 
quirements. Employed women 
who are married, widowed or 
divorced after at least 10 years 
of marriage are said to be du¬ 
ally entitled and can collect the 
higher amount between their 
own Social Security benefits 
or their spousal amount. You 
should understand that there 
are some ways your benefits 
can be reduced including if 
you earn income after you 
have retired and/or you are be¬ 
tween the age of 62 and full re¬ 
tirement age when you start 
receiving benefits. 

Full retirement age varies by 
the year you were born. For 
example, full retirement age 
for people bom before 1937 is 
65. For those born between 
the years 1943 and 1954, full 
retirement age increases to 66. 
To determine your retirement 
age, visit the Social Security 
Administration’s website 
http://www.ssa.gov/retire2/re- 
tirechart.htm. 

As a general mle, your Social 
Security benefits over your 


lifetime will be the same, 
whether you retire late or 
early. If you retire early, the 
monthly benefit amount is 
smaller to take into account 
that you will likely receive 
your benefits over a longer pe¬ 
riod of time. If you retire late, 
you will likely get benefits for 
a shorter amount of time, so 
your monthly benefits will be 
larger. Receiving Social Secu¬ 
rity early or late can each have 
advantages and disadvantages, 
and when you decide to retire, 
should be based on your cur¬ 
rent situation. 

The second leg is employed- 
sponsored plans. This leg is 
often the one that is missing 
for many women. These plans 
include defined benefit plans, 
which guarantee a specific 
monthly amount, and defined 
contribution plans, which 
grow tax-deferred but do not 
guarantee specific retirement 
benefits. Most employers 
today are offering the defined 
contribution plans, including 
401 (k), 403 (b). Section 457 
plans, profit sharing, stock 
bonus plans and money pur¬ 
chase pension plans. 

Unfortunately, the first two 
legs of the stool typically do 
not provide enough money to 
meet the needs of individuals 


during their retirement years. 
Most need the third leg which 
includes personal savings and 
investments. To find out how 
much additional income you’ll 
need, you should contact your 
local Social Security office 
and ask for a Request for Earn¬ 
ings and Benefit Estimate 
Statement. If you have an em¬ 
ployer-sponsor retirement 
plan, contact your human re¬ 
source or benefits office to get 
a pension estimate. With this 
information, you can get a 
ballpark estimate of how much 
your retirement savings is es¬ 
timated to be when you retire 
and how much additional in¬ 
come you’ll need to comfort¬ 
ably retire. To get a more 
accurate estimate of how much 
money you’ll need to retire, 
take into account the rate of in¬ 
flation. The average annual 
rate of inflation from 1914 to 
2010 has been 3.38 percent. 

Making these calculations 
well in advance of your retire¬ 
ment, can give you enough 
time to save enough money. If 
you wait until you’re about to 
retire, it may be too late to put 
any more money aside. For 
more information related to 
topics in family finance, con¬ 
tact the Carlisle County Coop¬ 
erative Extension Service. 


July Financial Aid Tip of the Month

nancial security is learning the 
difference between a need and 
a want, according to the Ken¬ 
tucky Higher Education Assis¬ 
tance Authority (KHEAA). 
Students who have learned that 
difference will find that their 
bank accounts grow more 
quickly. 

Needs include clothes, food 
and, for most students, trans¬ 
portation. 

With clothes, a want may 
mean wearing only designer 


items even though they cost 
more than other clothes that 
last just as long and look just as 
good. 

When it comes to food, stu¬ 
dents might want to eat a 
deluxe cheeseburger at a fast 
food restaurant every day, even 
though they can save money by 
making their own sandwich 
and brown-bagging it. 

If a student needs a car to 
drive to and from school, a 
want would be a new sports 
convertible instead of a reli¬ 


able, used car with good gas 
mileage and less flash. 

Basically, each time students 
are faced with a purchase, they 
should ask themselves if they 
really need it or if they can get 
by with a less expensive substi¬ 
tute — or without it com¬ 
pletely. If they can, they should 
stick the money they don’t 
spend in a savings account so 
it’s there when they really need 
something.
